themselves still richer. 


T o a large portion of the world an 
idea got abroad that the mines from 
which such an amount of the valuable 
product had been taken, were aban­ 
doned as they no longer paid for work­ 


ing. 
That hereafter we must com­ 
paratively only look to what was on 
the surface for future use. 
It is quite 
possible that those interested in mak­ 


ing' a corner on gold, may have had 
the same idea. 


At the same time there were others, 
although their numbers might be com­ 
paratively few, who were fully aware 
of the fact that there were as good fish 
in the sea and as many of them as 
ever were caught. 
Acting upon this 
idea agents were scattered all over the 
world wherever there had heretofore 
been any production of gold and 
their duty was to hunt up and secure 
property of this kind and when found 
machinery was immediately put upon 
it and an increased production was the 
result. 


The 
action of a few stimulated 
others and on the Pacific Coast for the 
past three years particularly there has 
been quiet work going on which is 
daily increasing in a very fast ratio, for 
the bringing forth of the yellow metal. 
Today there is an impetus in gold 
mining in California which has not 
existed before since the early days of 
the history of the State. 


Statistical reports go to show that 
the increase in the production of gold 
in this State in 1895 over that of the 
year 1894 is upwards of 300,000 
ounces. 
Next year will show an in­ 
crease of more than three times that 
amount in California alone. There are 


all of the other producing States and 
territories on the Pacific Coast to be 
heard Irfim. 
These do not comprise 


all of the gold bearing districts in the 
United States either. 


Outside of the United States the 
production ot gold is being shown fully 
on an increase with our own per­ 
centage. 
On this basis, which is one 


of solid facts, the world will find in

It may seem to be like building up 
a large castle but if any man will only 
take a very tittle trouble to hunt up 
the 
correct 
information 
from the 
mines as to actual product and take a 
very low estimate of the future for one 
year alone he cannot make a picture 
much short of the one in this article. 
It does not seem possible that any 
other view can be taken of these 
facts. 


It will be the old maxim of supply 
and demand. 
While there may be a 
sufficient amount of gold in the world 


for all practical purposes if the world 
could get at it, the forcing of large 
quantities upon the market will force 
the gold bugs to take their clutches off 
of the throat of gold and then a double 
current will be created. 
The coming 
of gold in the night will settle the 
great question of the day until after­ 


wards an . over production of silver 
compared with that ot gold will cause 
the former to cheapen.
